FROM ANOTHER

Says Such Grafting Is 
Possible on Man. 





KEPT IN. REFRIGERATOR 





Apparently Dead Tissues Used 
Weeks After Being Severed 
From. Living. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov, 7.—Marvelous 
experiments which destroy all precon- 
ceived demarkations between life and 
death were described by Dr. Alexis 
Carrel of the Rockefeller Institute at a 
meeting of the American Philosophical 
Society. 

Dr. Carrel has succeeded in transplant; 
ing animal organs which have been de- 
tached and apparently dead for ® days. 
He has interchanged the main artery 
and the jugular vein of a man with no 


deleterious results. He, has replaced the 
kidneys of one cat with the similar or- 
gans of another. Within three weeks it 
was impossible to tell, accordjng to the 
Doctor, that the cat was using a strange 
pair of kidneys. 

At the close of his lecture Dr. Carrel 
said that there was no scientific ob- 
stacie to the application of these opera~ 
tions to the human species. ‘In fact it 
would be easier to perform the same 
operation on a man because his organs 
are larger than those of a dog or cat, 
and the technique of the surgery would 
not be so fine or difficult. 


Kidmeys in Cold Storage. 

“In fact We shave already begun the 
transplanting of organs of the humans 
in the case of replacing: artéries,” he 
said. “It is only a question of time 
until we shall be sure enough in the 
substitution of such complicated organs 
as kidneys to be able to operate in 
this way on human beings.” 

The clef obstacle to the practical 
plication of the new* phase of surgery, 
as explained by Dr. W. W. Keen, who 
presided at the meeting, would be to find 
a heaithy: kidney when wanted. 

“Perhaps,” said Dr. Keen, “when 4 
healthy man is Killed or where a man 
dies from some disease which does not 
affect the kidneys, it will be possible to 
extract the kidneys tmmediately after 
death and keep them in cold storage 
urtil it is possible to operate upon an 
invalid siuwiering frcm some incurable 
kidney trouble.* + 

“What has be2n done in the case of 
the kidney is reascenable to believe wil 
be found feasible in the othér organs 
of the body. It is impossible to foretell 
the ultimate development of this won- 
derful new surgery of which Dr. Car- 
re! is the leading exponent. 

“Already the knec joint from the leg 
oi a dead man has been used to replaces 
the injured joint of a living person.” 

In the opening of his address Dr. Car- 
rel explained that to accomplish the 
transplantation of organs the surgeon 
had two problems to solve., 

Two Difficulties Encountered, 

“In the first place,’’ explained Dr. Car- 
rel, “the surgeon must keep the tissues 
of the organs alive after it is cut from 
the body until he is ready to re-graft 
it on a new organism. In the second 
place the surgeon must, immediately 
upon transplanting, fre re-establish the cir- 
culation by joining the blood vessels in 
some manner, 

“We began our experiments in trans- 
planting of organs upon blood vessels 
and arteries. Our purpose was to dis- 
cover a means to cure aneurism in man. 

‘"The success of these operations de- 
pendéd vpon the time of tne operation. 
The detached organ is apparentliy—I say 
apparently advisedly—dead, and it could 
not ‘last long without the iesions be- 
coming unhealable. Immediately after 
stoppage of circulation . cadaveric 
changes began to take place. It, there- 
fore, became my next problem to ar- 
rest this degeneration, 

‘In my experiments to preserve ar- 
teries I found that dessication would 
not do, but produced a state of abso- 
lute death. — 

“Then I put the arteries: in refrig- 
erators and kept them inclosed in her- 
metically sealed tubes at a temperature 
a little above freezing. I found that 
an artery could be kept alive for 6? 
days and substituted for the artery of 
a living animal.. An artery kept more 
than sixty days was absolutely dead, 
and when transplafited resulted in the 
death of the animal. 

“I have replaced the abdominal ar- 
teries of a cat. with the carotid ar- 
terles of.a. dog. Once when I received 
a human le@ from a New York hospital 
I kept the arteries 24 days in a refrig- 
erator and then put then into a dog.” 





Californian 26, Years Old to Go on 
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OF ARMY IN THREE DAYS 
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Short Time at Jefferson Barracks Caused Young 
Tennessean to Change His Mind, So * 
Pretends to Be Deaf ‘and Gets an - 


Honorable 


Discharge - 





| ALCOLM C. PATTERSON, son of 
Mi Gov. Patterson of Tennessee, 
after the rejection of his-appli- 
cation for enlistment in the United 
States Army, has returned to Chicago. 
Transportation from St. Louis to Chi- 
cago was given him by the army officers 
at Jefferson Barracks. 

Patterson ‘eseaped enlistment by a 
cléver ruse. He applied for enlistment 
and was accepted in Chicago. When he 
reached Jefferson Barracks he had 
changed his mind and wished nothing of 
the army. And so, when he was given 
a medical examination here he pretend- 
ed to be deaf in one ear and thus was 
rejected. 

Before he left for Chicago, Patterson 
wrote for the Post-Dispatch the follow- 
ing account of his experiences a 
“rookie,’’ or raw recruit jn the army: 


BY MALCOLM C. PATTERSON. 

No army life for me; no, no, nay, nay, 
never again, never again. I make this 
vow after having fought, bled and per- 
ished for three days in my country’s 
service. Honestly, it is not what it is 
cracked up to be by the smooth-tongued 
recruiting officer. But today I hold an. 
honorable discharge from the United 
States army on account of. physical 
disability (I will tell you about that 
later), and would, if the authorities had 
appreciated my worth as well as my 
former messmates, have received a cer- 
tificate of merit for conquering a near 
beefsteak as hard and stiff as a piece 
of medieval armor, 

It was on ithe morning of election day 
that I was strolling aimlessly down 
State street in Chicago. For four months 
I had been under a heavy strain as @ 
political reporter for a Chicago news- 
paper and I was as absolutely downcast 
and dejected a yoting man as one would 
wish to see. 

The saloon of a ward politician stood 
across the way and I watched the 
crowds winding in and out. Each of 
these I knew had received the name 
of a deceased or absent citizen, counter- 
feiting the identity of whom he would 
vote, at the polis: 

A recruiting office was next to the 
saloon and the gaudily decorated sign 
caught my attention, as it has that of 
many another sucker, I suspect. I 
crossed the street to. read it and the 
words “Uncle Sam pays for board, 
lodging and clothes; a good chance to 
see the world” attracted my attention. 


Weicomed by Red-Faced Man. 

I went in and saw a red-faced man 
sitting at a table. He looked very lazy, 
very satisfied and ex fgly loth to 
move, but the appearance of a ghost

Sanderson, sent to the Oklahoma fiélds 
to investigate the natural gas resources 
of the rival promoters, may. result in 
some sharp criticism when he submits 
his-report to the Counell next Friday. 
Mr. Sanderson came back from Oklaho- 
ma and gave out statements favoring 
the Barnsdall syndicate before he sub- 
mitted any report to the Council.

Franchise May Be Sold. 

Barnsdall and his Associates will have

“fT went to the House of Delegates 
Friday night, because I Was interested 
in the passage of a bill for the office of 
the Lighting Supervisor. I did not know 
the Barnsdall or any other gas dill was 
coming up.” 

In any everit, the amendment permit- 
ting Barnsdall and his associates to 
“acquire” mains in St. Louis accords 
with Sanderson’s frequent suggestions 
that it would be a good thing to use the 
Laclede company’s plant as a system 
for distributing natural gas. 

Sanderson has been in Frank Hussey’s 
saloon several times recently. . Hussey 
is a member of the Public Improvements 
Committee of the House, but was not 
at the meeting Friday night.

Huggins, 40 years old, wife of Henry 
Huggins, a wealthy lumber dealer and 
sawmill owner here, fired two revolver 
dullets into Miss Victoria Maynard, her 
husband’s stenographer, whom she ac- 

cused of being a “‘love pirate.” — 

While her husband was absent Mrs. 
Huggins went to his office yesterday 
afternoon with the weapon concealed 
beneath her skirt. Miss Maynard was 
there alone, working at her typewriter. 
The women heretofore had been close 
friends, and Miss Maynard did not sus- 
pect the purpose of Mrs. Huggins’ 
visit. 

According to statements made by both 
after the shvoting, they talked for a 
few minutes and Mrs. Huggins, without 
warning, advanced toward Miss May- 
nard and said: 

“You are trying to win my husband 
from me.”’ 

“Why, you have no reason to say 
that,” replied Miss Maynard. 

Wife Fires Two Shots. 

Mrs. Huggins took the revolver from 
beneath her :@tirt and fired. Miss May- 
nard instinctively raised her right hand 
and the bullet went through it. Mrs. 
Huggins fired again, the second bullet 
entering Miss Maynard’s neck just to 
the right of the jugular vein. 

Tne stenographer fell unconscious on 


ho'ding the revolver, walked gown a 
flight of stairs to the street. 

The shots attracted a crowd, but no 
one attempted to detain the wife. She 
calmly replaced the revolver under her 
skirt and walked to her home, three 
blocks away. 

There she ‘was formally arrested an 
hour later, but was “réleased on bond 
without being required to leave her 
home. She is still there with her hus- 
band. 

Miss Maynard was carried to the resi- 
dence of her sister, Mrs. Roy Temple- 
ton, where she regained consciousness 
and told of the circumstances of the 
shooting. 

It was at first thought that the bullet 
‘ad penetrated the root of her tongue, 
but surgeons found it lodged in the 
fleshy part of her neck. Barring the 
possibility of blood-poisoning, it is be- 
lieved that her condition is not serious. 

Miss Maynard was employed by Hug- 
gins two years ago, soon after she grad- 
uated from a business college at Para- 
gould, Ark. She is a member of one 
of the best families in Campbell and 
her friends say that the jealousy of Mrs. 
Huggins was unfounded. 

Women Formerly Friends. 

The young stenographer, in the first 
year of her service, was frequently a 
welcome guest at the Huggins home. 
She and Mrs. Huggins had khown each 
other 10 years and despite the disparity 
in their ages they were close friends. 

A coolness between tnem was first 
noted about eight months ago, residents 
of Campbell say. Miss Maynard's vis- 
its to the Huggins home ceased and it 
was a matter of general gossip in the 
town that there had been a “falling 
out.”’ 

Efforts were made to obtain a state- 
ment from Huggins and his wife today. 

“IT have no statement to make,”’ said 
Huggins. “My wife is here at home. I 
cannot permit her to say anything at 
this time.”
